The Constantinople conven- 
tion of 1888 was signed by the 
main maritime powers who 
agreed “not in any way to inter- 
fere with the free use of the 
canal in time of war as in time 
of peace.” Nasser nationalized 
the canal, which is owned main- 
ly by the British and French, 
on July 26, after the United 
States and Britain had with- 
drawn offers to help finance 
the $1,300,000,000. Aswan dam 
on the Nile. 

Mr. Eisenhower indicated the 
United States will persist in 
trying to work out a friendly 
solution if Nasser rejects the 
18-nation Western plan that 
will be presented to him in 
Cairo next week.

“It is not our intention to 
recommend recreationa! facili- 
ties as a panacea for delinquen- | 
cy, but in our opinion, children 
are not in trouble or planning 
trouble when occupied in 
healthy recreation on  play- 
grounds—and we think the 
youth of St. Louis is entitled 
to adequate opportunity for 
healthful exercise in proper 
surroundings.” 

Bond Program Cited. 

Noting that the 1955 bond is- 
sue program calls for expendi- 
ture of $11,000,000 for parks 
and playgrounds, the jurors em- 
phasized that St. Louis expendi- 
tures for public recreation are 
less than half the national aver- 
age, with the city providing 
only one-third of an acre of 
park space for every 100 per- 
sons. 

“We are told that we are the 
worst area of the worst state in 
recreational facilities,’ the re- 
port declared 

The jurors said more money 
is needed not only for physical 
facilities but for salaries to at- 
tract and keep good workers to 
guide the recreational program 

The jurors urged establish- 
ment of a State Youth Authori- 
ty to centralize administrative 
control of public agencies deal- 
ing with children and modern- 
ize the program. Should the 
Legislature fail to approve such 
a move, they added, a metro- 
politan agency should be set 
up to deal with the over-all 
problem of delinquency in St 
Louis and St. Louis county 

The report made no mention 
of the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Youth Commission, a St. Louis- 
St. Louis county agency set “up 
a year ago to direct a program 
for prevention and control of 
juvenile delinquency 

This commission held its first 
meeting vesterday, with Mrs 
Arthur Stockstrom presiding 
Kenneth R. Foresman, execu- 
tive secretary, outlined a gen- 
eral program for the 19 mem- 
bers. who met at the county 
courthouse in Clayton 

Priority will be given to legis 
lation to be sought when the 
State Legislature meets in 
January, it was decided.

DRIVE IN SOUTH Of Increased Buying This Year 


‘ON CIVIL MGhTS 


AFL-CIO pre bi 
ging Organization 
Campaign Is Tied Up 
With Race Question.

FOREST PARK, Pa., Aug. 31 
— The AFL-CIO is exploring 
the possibility of conducting 
an educational campaign in the 
South aimed primarily at busi- 
ness men in small communi- 
ties, George Meany, president 
of the federation, disclosed at 
the conclusion of its mid-sum- 
mer executive council meeting 
yesterday. 

Meany, who had received a 
report indicating that the 
southern organizational drive 
is lagging, said that labor “can- 
not_ operate in a vacuum.” The 
appeal to the South, he in-| 
dicated, will not be simply a 
case for trade unionism but 
will carry “emotional, social 
and economic implications.” 
The entire problems of 
organization, Meany said, “‘is | 
all tied up with the race ques- | 
tion” and community accept- | 
ance. The AFL-CIO, Meany 
made clear, now is confronted 
with the task of attempting to 
change a region's “mental at- 
titude” and to put into prac- 
tice a doctrine of civil rights. 

“Such a campaign is neces- 
sary.” Meany said, ‘“‘to give us 
a chance to organize in the 
South. We are faced in many 
cases with an atmosphere of 
hostility to trade unions and 
liberal causes 

Benefiting Entire Areas. 

“We will have to educate 
the people in the South to the 
fact that unions make sense 
not just to their membership, | 
but as a means of bringjng 
about wider purchasing power 
and benefiting entire areas.” 
Meany said the “whole pic- 
ture in the South” was con- 
trary to the economic philos- 
ophy of this country. The peo- 
ple in the South, he continued, 
desire to maintain the status 
quo. Meany said that this na- 
tion could not have progressed 
as it has if other communities 
adhered to the Southern pat- 
tern. 

“However, I feel that more 
and more people of the South 
are coming around to a more 
liberal approach,” Meany said, 
“although an unfortunate men- 
tal attitude exists among some, 
including some union members.” 

Meany pointed out that union- 
ism cannot win “simply by or- 
ganizing and striking,” but must 
gain community acceptance. 

Summarizing the results of 
the sessions of the council, 
Meany said that one of the 
principal achievements was ac- 
tion against corruption in the 
labor movement through. the 
council's ethical practices com- 
mittee 

“I feel that definite progress 
was demonstrated,” Meany said, 
“and that we are going on in 
our own orderly way to live up 
to the spirit as well as the letter | 


' 


of our constitution. 
“We are not going to let 
union autonomy be used as a 


cover up for corruption. There 
is no place for corruption in 
the labor movement.”

A spokesman for the Air 
Transport -Association, Which 
repreesnts the scheduled air- 
lines, said the new system ap- 
peared to be “wholly workable.”

H. Christel. Seven voted for | 
the appropriation. | 

Mrs. Harrington, who had 
voted against the pay increase 
when it was approved last 
month, said she opposed the ap- 
propriation at this time because 
the executive officers who had | 
recommended the pay increase | 
had not produced figures to | 
show that present wages among | 
the non-certificated employes 
were out of line with wages 
paid in private industry or other 
governmental bodies. 

She pointed out the 15-cent 
increase in the tax rate which 
voters approved last April had 
been for the purpose of giving 
teachers a salary increase and 
had not been intended to pro- 
vide an across-the-board in- 
crease for the non-certificated 
employes. 

‘Acting Irresponsibly.’ | 

Schlafly said he was anxious 
to see that all board employes 
received a fair wage but that no 
showing had been made that 
they were not receiving prevail- 
ing wages before the increase 
was voted. 

“I think we are acting irre- 
sponsibly if we vote a flat, 
across-the-board increase with- 
out some comparison with wages 
paid for similar work in pri- 
vate industry and governmental 
bores here,” he said. 

Mrs. Harrington said the budg- | 
et for the year had not made 
allowance for such an increase, 
which would have to come out 
of a reserve for contingencies 
and she asked Superintendent 
of Instruction Philip J. Hickey 
what would happen if such con- 
tingencies arose in the future. 

Hickey expressed the view 
there would be sufficient funds 
on hand this year but that some 
difficulty might be encountered 
jn next year’s budget. He said 
there could be no further in- 
creases for teachers in the next 
two years, on the basis of for- 
seeable income. 

Member Charles J. Dyer said 
he construed the attack on the 
pay increase as an attempt to 
penalize an unorganized minor- 
ity group. 

“The teachers and the union 
employes are to be taken care 
of but a few clerks are to be 
penalized because they do not 
belong to an organization,” he | 
said 

Comparisons Difficult. 

Member Edward C. Donnelly 
said that because of differences 
in duties and responsibilities, 
the school custodians could not 
fairly be compared with custo- 
dians in public buildings. like 
City Hall or the Municipal 
Courts building. 


When it was pointed out to 
Mrs. Harrington that she could 
not move for reconsideration of 
the pay increase because she 
had voted agatnst it when it 
was approved, Mrs. Irma Friede 
moved to approve the appropri- 
ation and it passed. Those vot- 
ing for it were H. Lee Bruns, 
Donnelly, Dyer, Mrs. Friede, 
Dr. James J. McCaffery, Dr.

ENGLAND TO-MELBOURNE 
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Egypts Threat to World Trade Routes 


Control of Suez Canal Puts Nasser in Position to Jeopardize Ship Movements, Increase Freight Costs 


GYPT’S SEIZURE OF THE SUEZ CANAL has raised 

a@ grave world problem over the implicit threat 

to continued international use of the waterway. 
The threat lies in the fact that Egypt, a poor nation 
short of technicians, has assumed operation of a highly 
complex installation, and that Egypt is ruled by a 
dictator. 


Almost every nation in the world benefits directly 
or indirectly from the canal, which historically has 
been open without discrimination to vessels of all 
lands. Any change in this policy, or any letdown in 
efficiency of canal operations, would precipitate a 
widespread crisis. It could add thousands of miles to 
many vital shipping routes, as shown on the map 
above, and it could sharply increase freight costs. 


The 103-mile passage through the canal can 
shorten a ship's voyage by as much as 6700 miles, 
the equivalent of a round trip between New York and 
Lisbon. Tankers using the canal cut 5000 to 6000 miles 
off the distance from England to Persian Gulf oil ports, 
compared with the route around Africa. 


This shortcut reduces the world's shipping bill by 
hundreds of millions of dollars yearly. A loaded 
Liberty ship sailing from Boston to Karachi, Pakistan, 
can save $22,600 in expenses and 14 days in time by 
taking the canal route instead of going around Africa. 
Operating costs for this type of vessel are about $2000 
daily, or $28,000 for 14 days. By using the canal, at a 
toll cost of $5400, the 14-day expenses are eliminated. 


Such savings have made Suez pre-eminent among 
the world’s great canals. Neurly 15,000 ships, flying 


the flags of 48 nations, passed through it last year. 
They carried 118,500,000 tons of cargo. This included 
half of Western Europe's oil, from the Middle East's 
rich fields; it included other Europe-bound raw ma- 
terials from Asia and Eastern Africa, and manufac- 
tured goods for Asia and Africa from European and 
American factories. 


STOPPAGE OF CANAL TRAFFIC WOULD 
necessitate emergency measures to keep Western 
Europe supplied with oil and would disrupt the com- 
merce of scores of nations, including many of the 
newly iadependent lands in Asia. 


Thus, Egypt's dictator-President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser grasped one of the world’s vital transportation 
arteries when he took over the waterway July 26 from 
the Universal Suez Canal Co. The French-organized 
firm, in which the British Government later bought a 
44 per cent interest, built the canal and had operated 
it since it was opened to commerce in 1869. 


From then until Nasser nationalized the Suez com- 
pany, the international naiure of the waterway had 
been recognized in its operations. Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, the bold and imaginative Frenchman who 
built the canal, put the word Universal in the com 
pany's title. In 1888, a treaty pledging freedom of 
navigation in the canal for vessels of all nations was 
signed by Britain, Germany, Austria, France, Spain, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Russia and Turkey. Turkey 
then ruled Egypt. 

Nasser has promised that the traditional freedom 
of navigation will be respected. However, since 1950 


Eqypt has barred Israeli shipping from the canal. 
Egypt does this on the ground there is a state of war 
between the two nations. Israel contends the restric- 
tion violates the 1949 truce agreement in the Arab- 
Israeli war. 


Britain, France and the United States, while willing 
for Egypt to retain ownership, insist that international 
control and operation.of the canal is imperative. No 
one nation, they declare, should have exclusive au- 
thority over such a vital waterway with a history of 
international operation. Moreover, the Western Big 
Three argue that Egypt may find it difficult, if not 
impossible, to keep the canal running efficiently with- 
out help from other nations. 


Maintaining the waterway is a complicated job. 
The canal—being at sea level —has no locks, but 
constant dredging is required to clear away desert 


sand and the silt deposits in mud flats at the Mediter- 
ranean end. 


The canal is narrow and, in places, winding. Get- 
ting ships through safely is a tedious ]Shour task that 
requires expert pilots. Only 40 of the 245 pilots at the 
time of nationalization were Egyptian. There were 
115 French and British pilots. 


Backing the Western plan for international control 
and operation, besides the Big Three, are 15 other 
nations: Australia, Denmark, Ethiopia, West Germany, 
Iran, Italy, Japan, The Netherlands, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, Pakistan, Portugal, Spain, Sweden and Turkey. 
India, on the other hand, has proposed as a basis 
for negotiation that canal control remain solely in

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Egypt's hands, but that an International board be 
created to advise Egypt on Suez administration. The 
Indian plan is supported by the Soviet Union, Ceylon 
and Indonesia. All four nations, however, assert that 
they have a right to use the canal freely. 


Although oil for Western Europe accounts for 65 
per cent of Suez traffic and has caused a rapid postwar 
increase in the canal's use, transportation experts are 
beginning to feel that some of the poor nations of Asia 
and Africa would suffer most if the canal were shut. 


WITHIN ABOUT SIX MONTHS, IN THE VIEW 
of some oil and shipping specialists, relatively inex- 
pensive means of by-passing the canal could be put 
into effect for the petroleum flow. This would be 
accomplished by stepping up pipeline volume to ports 
on the Eastern Mediterranean, by increasing output 
from alternate sources and by routing tankers around 
Africa as necessary. Within about three years, con- 
struction of 80,000- to 100,000-ton supertankers, too big 
for the canal, would possibly make it obsolete for 
oil movement. | 

However, many African and Asian nations, whese 
economic conditions already are precarious, would 
be confronted with higher shipping costs made neces- 
sary by forcing freighters to make the long haul 
around Africa. 

While it is almost impossible to overestimate the 
economic benefits of the canal for peacetime shipping, 
military planners do not place great reliance on it in 
event of a major war. It could be blocked cong by 
bombs or mines.

One Election Law 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is my opinion that the primary 
election date should be the first 
Tuesday in June instead of the first 
Tuesday in August. 

In addition to voter apathy, the 
summer heat creates a hardship on 
candidates and party workers who 
labor for many hot and weary hours 
prior to and including election day. 
Poll officials in many cases work in 
hot, stuffy and cramped quarters. 

One of the problems in changing 
the primary date involves the amend- 
ment of numerous sections of the 
Unless all such sec- 
tions are amended, there could be a 
conflict. 

Senate Bill 146, introduced in the 
1955 session, attempted to amend 
eight sections of the election laws, 
but did not include all of the re- 
quired sections to create a legal and 
valid law. It was approved by the 
Elections Committee of the Senate 
April 20, and for some unknown rea- 
son was never brought up for perfec- 
tion. 

I believe the election laws should 
be uniform throughout Missouri. Al- 
though a committee was created for 
that purpose, nothing was accom- 
plished. As an illustration, on Aug.

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From Suez to Panama 


Secretary of State Dulles’s latest and blunt 
comparison of the Suez and Panama canals has 
caused an angry reaction in Panama. 


Mr. Dulles told his news confererce that the 
Suez canal is internationalized, hence an inter- 
national problem. By contrast, he said, the Pana- 
ma canal lies in a zone where the United States 
possesses all rights which it would have if it 
were sovereign “to the entire exclusion” of the 
exercise of sovereign rights by Panama. 

Naturally this brought a prompt retort from 
the Government of Panama, whose people be- 
lieve that the Canal Zone belongs to them. Mr. 
Dulles has further frritated a long etanding 
argument over legal phraseology which has 
strained relations between neighbors for half a 
century. . 

Is it true that the Panama canal is not proper- 
ly an international concern and that Panama 
itself has no claim to sovereignty? 

. . 7 

The Hay-Pauncefote Treaty of 1901 provided 
that the United States should keep the canal 
open to ships of war and commerce of all na 
tions on an equal basis. To that extent the world 
has an interest in the Panama canal. 

The treaty between the United States and 
Panama of 1903 did give this country sweeping 
authority over the Canal Zone, incorporating 
the phrases quoted by Mr. Dulles. It went fur- 
ther. It gave the United States the right to in- 
tervene in Panama. 

In 1936, however, a new treaty was negotiated 
by former Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles. This treaty ended the right of interven- 
tion. And it should be noted that its negotiator 
disagreed with the Dulles interpretation on 
Panamanian sovereignty. 

Mr. Welles said the new treaty “abrogated 
those provisions which impaired the sovereignty 
of Panama.” He added that while Panama had 
granted, for practical purposes, sovereign rights 
to the zone to the United States, “its juridical 
sovereign is the Republic of Panama.” 

. e « 

If this seems to be legalistic hair-splitting, it 
is not so to Panamanians. They know the United 
States controls the Canal Zone. But they be- 
lieve it is also part of their nation. Mr. Welles 
had said that the 1936 treaty confirmed “that 
Panama should be a partner with the United 
States. ‘ 

For three reasons Washington is not on the 
soundest moral or legal grounds in claiming 
anything like colonial status for the Canal Zone. 
First, the canal was the offspring of a caesarean 
operation which separated Panama from Colom- 
bia in the “Big Stick” days. Secondly, interna- 
tional commerce has a legal claim to use of the 
canal. Finally, Panama obviously and under- 
standably has a claim to consideration. 

As Mr. Welles said, “It is equally the obliga- 
tion of the State Department to see to it that 
such measures (for control of the canal) do not 
unnecessarily jeopardize our friendship with 
Panama.” The present Secretary of State might 
see to it, in comment on Suez, that revival of 
arguments over sovereignty do not unnecessari- 
ly jeopardize our friendship with Panama. 
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An Old Man’s Fancy 

For this decentralizing, hydrogen-bomb age 
Frank Lloyd Wright is designing a 510-floor sky- 
scraper which will be exactly one mile high. He 
wants to build it on the Chicago lake-front, and 
says that several investors are interested.

But a mile-high office might not be so bad 
after all. Think of how far you could see on a 
clear day—so far that you probably never could 
get your eyes back to your work. 
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A Merit System Fundamental 

The dispute which has led three members of 
the St. Louis County Civil Service Commission 
to threaten to resign is serious and complicated, 
but the fundamental cause ought to be plain to 
all county citizens. 

In brief, the commission says it has the right 
to establish job classifications and pay scales for 
county employes under civil service, and that 
the County Council has only the right to decide 
the number of workers to be employed. The 
Council, however, claims the right to fix pay 
schedules by ordinance. 

This same kind of dispute which has caused 
trouble in the county for three years was once 
fought out in the city and in many other places 
where merit systems were established. And 
nearly everywhere it has been decided that civil 
service boards should define and protect job pro- 
visions and pay scales. For if the legislators 
could set pay scales, their power to manipulate 
the civil service would be nearly complete, and 
there would be little left of the merit system. 

County Supervisor Luman F. Matthews has 
suggested that a citizens’ committee study exten- 
sion of the county's limited merit system, among 
other subjects. But there will be little point in 
extending it unless it is safeguarded as a true 
merit system, out of reach of politics. 
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Mr. Walter's Dirty Work 


Since Congress should work with facts, its 
power of investigation—the device for getting 
the facts—should be as broad as is constitution- 
ally possible. By the same token the power 
should not be abused, made into a political 
propaganda apparatus or used for extra-legal 
persecutions. Thus confidence and usefulness 
are undermined. 

So there is bound to be a protest against the 
announcement of Representative Francis E. Wal- 
ter, chairman of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, of still another investigation of the 
Fund for the Republic. Its activities have been 
open and honorable and do net warrant his im- 
plication that it is a “foe in our death struggle 
with Communism.” 

There already have been three House investi- 
gations of foundations, including this one headed 
by Robert M. Hutchins. These were conducted 
by the late Representative Cox of Georgia, Rep- 
resentative Reece of Tennessee and Walter him- 
self. As to uncovering subversion, they have been 
an outrageous waste of the people's money. They 
showed little interest in getting information. Wal- 
ter himself taade charges without giving a fair 
chance for their refutation. 

The Fund for the Republic is devoted to the 
defense of the Bill of Rights, an unexception- 
able objective. It has made grants to such 
groups as the New York bar and to qualified 
individuals for studies in this field. Among 
these was the report on blacklisting in the en- 
tertainment industry. Without proof, Walter 
calls this an “outright fraud.” 

Such scandalous talk caused the Fund to ac- 
cuse him of “a deliberate scheme to discredit 
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" the Fund and its objectives in the eyes of the 


American people.” His attack on the tax-exempt 
status of what he calls “this multi-million dollar 
propaganda machine” warrants the Fund's de- 
mand for an apology. 

Since a good many citizens are unfamiliar 
with the Fund’s work and since they are in- 
clined to respect a member of Congress, Walter 
damages a legitimate enterprise. In so doing, he 
is not honest with the American people. He 
is confusing them where they should be en- 
lightened. This is dirty work. 
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Enforcing the Liquor Laws 

Prosecuting Attorney Geekie’s office is clearly 
exceeding its proper discretionary bounds in re- 
fusing to prosecute liquor law violations because 
it considers the mandatory revocation of license 
too severe a punishment. The_ Prosecuting At- 
torney virtually conceded as much by ordering 
a reversal of the policy when it was confirmed 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Godfrey. 
James W. Connor, executive director of the St. 
Louis Crime Commission, denounced the prac- 
tice as a violation of the oath of office. 

Messrs. Geekie and Godfrey may be right 
when they say the mandatory revocation is too 
severe, taking a man’s business away from him. 
But they are commissionéd and sworn to en- 
force the laws, impartially, not to choose which 
they will uphold and which they will not. It is 
also true that either the City Excise Commis- 
sioner or the State Supervisor of Liquor Control 
can suspend or revoke the operator's license, and 
that the Police Court can fine up to $500. But 
these agencies cannot discharge the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney's responsibilities. 

The matter is the more serious because it in- 
volves delinquency among juvenilés, always a 
subjeet of close concern to any community and 
of somewhat particular concern to St. Louis just 
now. Selling intoxicants te minors has often 
been a prelude to serious crimes. Operators 
against whom the Prosecuting Attorney's office 
has failed to proceed have been found also vio- 
lating the laws against sales after closing hours, 
on election days, and on Sundays. Some have 
been repeated offenders in these and'‘other re- 
spects to an extent which brings seriously into 
quéstion their fitness to have a license. A thor- 
ough look into all these aspects of the problem 
is indicated. 


The Latest Thing in Safety 


In the days before the Labor Day weekend, a 
House subcommittee has been holding hearings 
on traffic safety. This is an appropriate time to 
consider such a national question, and yet it is 
often assumed that there is nothing new to be 
said about it. 

That is of course not true. A Labor day holl- 
day usually writes a brand new chapter in traf- 
fic tragedy. This year, the National Safety Coun- 
cil unhappily predicts, highway fatalities may 
number 480 in three days. The national death 
toll in 1956 is likely to exceed the 39,000 of 
last year. 

As for traffic safety, the newest thing that 

can be said about it is perhaps the oldest thing. 
Fletcher N. Pratt, manager of Ford's traffic safe- 
ty department, told the Howse group: “There is 
no single solution to the highway problem. . 
If we did a better job in pursuing those prac- 
tices that we now accept as safety measures, we 
would do a lot to cut down the number of cas- 
ualties on our highways.” 

This is sound advice from an expert, and it 
encompasses many safety techniques for high- 
way officials, police, and even auto manufactur- 
érs. But the first and oldest of “those practices 
that we now accept as safety measures” should 
also be the best and newest: Be careful. 
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That Certain Party 

The determination of the Republican party 
not to call the Demeeratic party by its right 
name—now made official—may be puzzling to 
some people. Since the announcement comes 
from the director of public relations, the party 
apparently feels that its public relations will 
be improved by renaming its opposition. So 
“the Democrat party” it shall be henceforth to 
Republican officialdom, while remaining “the 
Democratic party” to substantially everyone else. 

We had rather fancied we were catching on 
to the party’s thinking in this matter until 
L. Richard Guylay, its public relations director, 
set out to explain it. “Democratic” is no longer 
descriptive of the party, says Mr. Guylay, be- 
cause of the “diverse viewpoints” within it. 
This can only mean, if anything, that diverse 
viewpoints are undemocratic—a viewpoint it 
may take us a little time to become accustomed 
to, since we had always fancied the opposite 
to be the case. 

Whatever the point which the Republican high 
command thinks is to be served by the maneu- 
ver, it is too esoteric for us. Calling an organi- 
zation, or a person, by the correct name, is not 
merely an elementary courtesy, it is also a pre- 
condition to clarity. The Republican party has 
the unquestionable right to pick its own name, 
the Democratic party has the unquestionable 
right to pick its own name, and both have the 
unquestionable right to be called by the names 
of their choosing. If the Republicans will only 
try, they can undoubtedly find more momentous 
issues to run on than the “ic” in “Democratic.” 
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A Downright Yankee 

The name of the late George Holden Tinkham 
is not as well known as it once was, but from 
1915 to 1943 as Congressman from Massachu- 
setts he made headlines, seldom took a bath, 
and won elections with remarkable regularity. 
Mr. Tinkham was a walking symbol of individ- 
ual autonomy with a black spade beard. 

Sometimes it appeared that he operated prin- 
cipally on three theories. One was that alliances 
with other nations were improper, if not down- 
right cowardly. Another was that the Eighteenth 
Amendment was a “flagrant and audacious” vio- 
lation of personal liberty. A third was that the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments had been 
subjected to “indefensible and flagrant nullifi- 
cation.” 

In short, this descendant of an early Plymouth 
family was a thorough isolationist, a complete 
wet, and a devoted champion of Negro rights. 
On these three planks, with a fund of invective, 
Mr. Tinkham at various times suggested the 
impeachment of two Presidents and became 
involved in libel suits.

Only Experience Is Lacking 
THE EXPLORATION OF MARS. by Willy Ley and 
Wernher von Braun (Viking Press, 176 pos, 
$4.95.) 

Two previous books, “Across the 
Space Frontier” and “Conquest of the 
Moon” have also combined the talents 
of Ley, the narrator, von Braun, the 
rocket scientist, and the exceptional il- 
lustrations of Chesley Bonestell. Like 
the preceding books, “The Exploration 
of Mars” is based upon the scientific 
knowledge that we have about our so- 
lar system and our progress to date in 
building rockets and missiles. 

This is not a story of science fiction 
in the usual sense, but is a step-by-step, 
scientifically accurate story of how we 
will probably reach Mars and what we 
likely will find 
there. For those so 
inclined, there are 
tables giving all of 
the performance 
data and specifica- 
tions of rocket 
ships that can carry 
out the exploration. 

The exploration 
of Mars will follow 
our establishing an 
orbital space _ S&ta- 
tion and our cir- 
cumnavigation of 
the moon. There 
is no major break- 
through necessary, 
and we now have the materials and the 
knowledge that will allow us to reach 
Mars. What we still lack is the experi- 
ence that will come starting with the 
earth satellites that the United States 
Government will launch next yéar. 

Rather shortly, rockets, space sta- 
tions, the Moon and Mars will be as 
much a part of our everyday life and 
discussions as the atomic bomb is today. 
No better introduction to this has been 
written than the three-volume series 
concluding with “The Exploration of 
Mars.”

How Peasants Lost Hope 


THE HISTORY OF A SOVIET COLLECTIVE FARM, 
by Fedor Belov. (Praeger, 248 pgs., $4.) 
Fedor Belov, a Soviet army officer 

who escaped to the West in 1951, was 
chairman from 1947 to 1950 of one of 
the best collective farms in the Ukraine. 
From diaries and notes, he gives a de- 
tailed account of the operation of a 
kolkhoz. Shown is the now fairly well- 
known picture of unsatisfactory produc- 
tion, the hard lot of the peasant, com- 
plicated bookkeeping which ferces offi- 
cials to violate and evade laws to get 
the work done, the almost complete dic- 
tation and control of all phases of life 
by the Communist party. Yet, there 
were a few times when peasants, offi- 
cials, including the author, and even 
party members stood up to the system 
and sometimes got away with it. 

The author says that at least the peas- 
ants he knew by 1950 had given up all 
hope of bettering their material welfare, 
saw their last rights, that of electing 
farm managers and making independ- 
ent decisions about internal problems, 
taken away. They were resigned but 
indifferent and uncommunicative.

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Changes on Gridiron 
As Expected This Year. 
MILWAUKEE, Aug. 31. 
HAT’S going to be new 
in football this year? 
Plenty, if you'll listen to 
some coaches. 


There'll be less forward 
passing and more ball- 
controlling efforts, say many 
teachers of the bumps-and- 
lumps sport. Others foresee a 
trend away from the stereo- 
typed T and different defen- 
sive variations. a generally 
loosening up to protect against 
the long gainer. 


And many mentors expect 
a general copying of the 
fired-up fast break Oklahoma 
demonstrated so vividly to a 
national television audience 
as well as a capacity Orange 
Bowl crowd in its impressive 
New Year's day victory over 
Maryland, 

The coach of the fabulous 
Red Wreckers, Charles (Bud) 
Wilkinson, takes issue, inci- 
dentally, with description of 
the stepped-up play procedure 
of the Sooners as a “fast 
break.” 

“Actually,” said Wilkinson 
recently, “it’s not how quick 
we break out of the huddle 
to start a play, but how fast 
we come into it..In other 
words, the secret is quick re- 
covery from the play just 
ended, our players hustling 
up off the ground and back 
into the huddle, rather than 
what seems such a rapid-fire 
call of the play by the quar- 
terback and a hurry to the 
scrimmage line to go &gain.” 

The psychological impact of 
the Red Wreckers bearing 
down on ‘em has a habit of 
taking the heart out of weary 
defenders, who hardly have 
time to set up for the next 
invasion. 


Wilkinson and Faurot 


On Theories of Game. 
KLAHOMA'S use of al- 
QO ternate units, though 
hardly new, also is likely 
to be aped considerably be- 
cause of the Sooners’ success. 
Wilkinson, incidentally, 
asked about Oklahoma's 
toughest game in an unbeaten 
season, created some brow- 
raising when he mentioned 
the 20-0 triumph over Mis- 
souri in a game in which the 
Sooners scored their three 
touchdowns in the first half. 
“I say Missouri,” Wilkin- 
son explained, “because we 
played an almost perfect 
game offensively, yet had dif- 
ficulty scoring and actually 


didn’t in the second half. 
Missouri was the only team 
all season that substituted 
units whenever we did.” 

Wilkinson has contended 
that a fresh playler, even 
though slightly inferior, can

agree. 

Faurot couldn't agree, 
though, with a theory ex- 


pressed by some coaches that 
there’s likely to be less pass- 
ing in-favor of ball-controlling 
methods, 

“We aren't going to do it,” 


said the Mizzou veteran. “Of 
course everybody wants to 
keep control of the ball, but 


not at the expense of an open 
attack I believe a team in 
these times has to score three 


times or more to win. With 
the present rules and the 
good passers and runners 


everybody now has, you have 
to open up and score. 

“The time for ball control 
fis after you have the game 
on ice. When two teams are 
even, the team which gener- 
ally wins is the team which 
plays an open game—unless 
it makes toa. many mistakes 
in ball-handling.”’ 

Snavely’s Point (s). 
ILKINSON predicted a 


definite change in defen- 
sive play. “In the past,” 
he said, “the defense has 
tried to snuff off the first 


down. To do this, you have 
to send in most of the team 
to stop a play. And if the 
offense breaks one past, it 
goes for a long gain. 

“Il feel the defense this 
year won't worry as much 
about the first down as the 
long gain. As a result, the 
offense will nave more plays 
and a chance to keep the ball 
if it can avoid penalties and 
fumbles.” 

Bud also foresaw T-forma- 
tion variations. It is known 
that Oklahoma, for instance, 
experimented last spring with 
a spread formation behind an 
unbalanced line, an if-coming 
attack designed to take ad- 
vantage of All-America Half- 
back Tommy McDonald's abil- 
ity to throw a running pass.

WEEK’S BIG STORE 
SALES IN DOLLARS 
HERE UP 3 PCT. 


Dollar volume of department 
store sales in the St. Louis area 
for the week ended last Satur- 
day were 3 per cent above the 
game week last year, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
reported today. . 

The increase here was the 
lowest of any city in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District. The 
Louisville area showed a 6 per 
cent rise; Memphis, 13 per cent; 
Little Rock, 14 per cent; and 
eight other smaller cities, an 
average of 17 per cent. Sales 
in the district as a whole were 
up 7 per cent. 

For the four-week period 
ended last Saturday, sales were 
4 per cent higher in St. Louis 
than during the corresponding 
period last year. Eighth District 
sales were 5 per cent higher for 
the same period.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP) 
—Senator Harry F. Byrd,

cost of government civilian em- 
ployment passed the $10,500,- 
000,000 mark to history's high- 
est level in the year just ended.

Front pages reporting results 
of presidential elections since

irreplaceable records carefully 
guarded against loss or damage 
on the way to the photostat 
plant.

Leveling Concrete Floors. 


AKING a concrete floor 
M evel is pretty much like 

skinning a cat—there are 
many ways it can be done. If 
the floor isn't too bad it can be 
made level for tile by filling in 
the low spots with a special 
plastie filler and you can make 
things level by giving it a top 
coating of concrete. 

Another way to make a con- 
crete floor level and also pre- 
pare it for any type of flooring 
is with wood sleepers. 


The two inch four inch 
sleepers are set Up on edge, 
running the width of the floor. 
Start with one running along 
one wall and make it perfectly 
level by nailing two by four 
inch blocks to the side of the 
sleeper. The blocks should 
rest on the floor and should be

spaced two feet aptrt. Use a 
long level to insure that this 
first sleeper is perfectly level. 
Now take another length of two 
inch by four inch, place it 16 
inches on center from the first 
one and do the same thing 
using your level to make sure 
that it’s level and that it’s also 
level with the one alongside. 

You just keep doing this until 
the entire floor is covered with 
the sleepers. Short lengths of 
two inches by four inches nailed 
between the sleepers will help 
stiffen the entire job and then 
it should be covered with five- 
eight inch or three-fourth inch 
plywood.

Small Turkey 
Is Excellent 


For Broiling 
By Edith M. Barber 


NCE upon a time we always 

associated a turkey with 

roasting. It was seldom that 
we cooked it in any other 
fashion. That is natural, as 
most birds available were com- 
paratively large. In these days 
it is quite different, however. 

Some turkeys are especially 
raised to market when they are 
small in size. For this reason 
they are plump and have a 
larger amount of meat propor- 
tionally than fo broiling chick- 
ens. They may be cooked either 
in a very hot oven or under the 
broiler. For either purpose, 
they should be split lengthwise, 
and the joints broken in order 
to flatten them. 

If they are to be broiled, they 
should be placed in the broiler 
pan itself, not on a rack, 
course, this will be done after 
they have been seasoned and 
rubbed with butter. The broiler 
pan should be placed as far as 
possible from medium heat. 
The turkey should be turned 
after 10 minutes and basted. By 
the time the bird is browned on 
both sides, it should be thor- 
oughly cooked. 

If you like, a barbecue sauce 
may be served with broiled 
turkey or a brown gravy can be 
made from the drippings that 
remain in the pan. 

Broiled Turkey. 

Choose small turkey—four to 
five pounds. Split in half 
lengthwise, and break at joints 
to flatten. Season with salt and 
pepper, and rub with butter. 
Place turkey skin-side dewn in 
greased broiler pan (not on 
rack). Place pan on lowest 
rack of broiler under medium 
heat. Turn after 10 minutes, 
Reduce broiler heat and turn 
turkey occasionally. Baste occa- 
sionally with melted by er, 
Serve with barbecue saucé. 

Barbecue Sauce for Turkey. 

One-fourth cup diced green 
pepper, one small onion, minced, 
one clove garlic, crushed, two 
tablespoons oil, one cup catsup, 
one-half cup chill sauce, one- 
fourth cup water, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard, one-half tea- 
spoon grated horseradish, one- 
fourth cup lemon juice, two 
tablespoons wine vinegar, one- 
fourth cup sugar, two teaspoons 
Worcestershire sauce, 
fourth teaspoon paprika, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon black pepper, dash 
chili powder. 

Saute green pepper, onion 
and garlic in oil. Add remain- 
ing ingredients and simmer over 
low heat for about one-half 


hour, stirring occasionally, un- 
til sauce thickens. Yield: About 


one and a half pints.

ST. NAZAIRE, France. 
EADING in Paris the state- 
ment issued by our Secre- 
tary of State on landing in 

the United States after the con- 
ference in London, I could not 
help wondering how i is pos- 
sible for 18 nations to prac- 
tically. held up by four. 


John Foster Dulles said that, 
by the treaty of 1888, the Suez 
Canal was internationalized in 
perpetuity, 

Does that mean that any of 
the surrounding nations can, at 
their pleasure, do away with 
that provision if a treaty they 
once agreed to? If it does, then 
treaties are again no more than 
scraps of paper and it is dan- 
gerous for such a situation to 
arise between nations. 

- . . 

EIGHTEEN NATIONS at the 
conference in London agreed 
on operational principles need- 
ed to restore confidence that 
the canal would serve its in- 
tended purpose. And Mr. Dulles 
said: 

“We hope the Government of 
Egypt will respect the opinions 


thus soberly but firmly ex- 
pressed and responsibly make 
its own indispensable contribu- 
tion to the peaceful solution 
which is enjoined by the princi- 
ples and purposes of the U. N.” 

It seemed to me a little 
late to be mentioning the 
United Nations. This whole 
question cou'd have been dealt 
with, in even greater strength, 
had it originally been put up 
tothe U.N.
